For one thing in a report pre- 
pared by the Inter-American Eco- 
nomic and Social Council of the 
Organization of American States, 
Americans were told what a “‘dis- 
astrous decline” in coffee prices 
would mean to workers in the 
United States. 

If green coffee prices were to 
slip from their present 55 cents 
to 32 cents a pound there would 
be a 29 per cent decrease in 
United States exports to the cof- 
fee-producing countries, and the 
jobs of 100,000 United States 
workers would be affected. 

The report concluded with the 
hope that effective international 
cooperation would prevent any 
sharp prospective price decline. 


“Coffee Day” 

A less somber note was sounded 
on “Coffee Day” in New York, 
celebrated by the world metropolis 
as a tribute to one of the most im- 
portant articles of commerce 
which flows through it. Pier A on 
North River was decorated with 
banners and flags, and at the cere- 
celebrating the “green 
bean” Minister Hugo Gouthier, 
Consul-General of Brazil in New 
York, and Mr. Vincent O’Connor, 
New York City’s Commissioner of 
Aviation, spoke. 

It was revealed that in 1955 
the Port of New York handled 
9,650,000 bags of coffee, each con- 
taining sixty kilos. Their com- 
bined value represented a sum of 
US$668,881,000.

Ministry of Agriculture's 
Division Obtains Them 
To Study Pest 





A precious collection of six 
thousand butterflies, representing 
twenty-seven families of the spe- 
cies, has been acquired for study 
by the Division of Plant Sanita- 
tion (DDSV) of the Ministry of 
Agriculture. 

The rare accumulation belonged 
to Sr. Karl Schmidt, a resident of 
Joinville, near Sao Francisco do 
Sul, in the State of Santa Cata- 
rina, who had been a specialist in 
the collection and sale of butter- 
fiies. Upon his death, his heirs put 
his collection up for sale. The Di- 
vision of Plant Sanitation was im- 
mediately interested and made the 
purchase. 


50,000 Specimens 

With this recent acquisition the 
collection of insect specimens of 
the Division of Piant Sanitation 
been much enriched. It now 
more than 50,000 
mounted specimens, in addition to 
several thousand less important 
items, preserved in a liquid me- 
lium. Within its collection the 
largest single group may be classi- 
fied as insects which are a plague

to farmers. These insects have 
been the special target of the 
plant sanitation experts in the 


various parts of Brazil. 


Also Cutting Ants 

In its general collection may be 
found a group of cutting ants 
as atta sexdens, which is regarded 
as the most useful accumulation 
for the study of this pest in the 
world.

Sanitation obtained possession of 
the Schmidt collection of butter- 
flies, the collection was submitted 
for study to Sr. Oiticica 
Filho, the naturalist connected 
with the National Museum who 
is a specialist in this species.

Origin of Brazil’s Industry 


Brazil began to manufacture 


chinaware toward the end of the 


eighteenth century. Her native

Beeswax and Honey Ready 
For Production Rise If 
Exports Encourage 





Beeswax, the product secreted 
by bees for making the honey- 
comb, is a growing industry in 
Brazil. The immediate target is 
now a thousand tons annually, and 
this figure may be reached within 
the current year. 

In 1955 the production of bees- 
wax fell short of this amount, 
coming to 900 tons. Even so in 
quantity produced the amount was 
better than the decennial average, 
except for the years 1953, when 
902 tons were produced and 1950, 
when beeswax production had its 
best year, with a total of 927 tons, 


Value of Production 
Within the period from 1945 to 
1955 the value of the production 
grew from Cr$8,900,000 to Cr$21, 
500,000 while the national average 
price rose from Cr$11.6 a kilo to 
Cr$23.9. 
At present the domestic market 
absorbs almost all of the wax pro- 





duction available. That is why for 
the two year period 1953-1954 
only 59 tons or less than five per 
cent of the total was made avail 
able for the export market.

Brazil’s Nuclei, Set up 
On Virgin Land, Make 
Excellent Progress 





Brazil’s project to settle people 
on good but still virgin land, away 
from present centers of popula- 
tion, continues to be satisfactory. 
The most recent report issued by 
the National Institute of Immi- 
gration and Colonization gives 
reason for optimism. 

Up toand including 1954, the last 
year for which figures are avail- 
able, the Government of Brazil 
had allotted for this project the 
total sum of Cr$595,775,000, for 
the upkeep of the already existing 
colonies. Of this amount Cr$107,- 
300,000 was spent in 1954 for the 
twenty-six units all of which are 
managed by the NIIC. 


Capitalization 

Among the Nuclei, as they are 
appropriately called in Brazil, for 
their object is to serve as the 
center of a much larger popula- 
tion cell, Dourados, in Mato Gros- 
so, has the largest capitalization, 
Cr$6,600,000. It is followed in 
turn by Bela Vista, in Amazonas, 
Barra do Corda in Maranhao, and 
Ceres, in Goias, each of which has 
been financed to the sum of Cr$6,- 
000,000. Jaguaquara, in Bahia, 
has been allotted Cr$1,200,000.
